3. Claims 1-10, 14, 15 and 17-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art was found 
to teach or fairly suggest a coated fabric comprising a textile layer and two impregnation layers, 
one of said impregnation layers located on one face of the textile layer, another of said 
impregnation layers located on an opposite face of the textile layer; a printable varnish layer 
deposited onto the one of the impregnation layers; a repositionable pressure-sensitive adhesive 
layer deposited onto the other impregnation layer, said adhesive layer remaining continuously 
repositionable; and a protective layer arranged on the adhesive layer and formed from a sheet 
possessing very low adhesive force with respect to the pressure-sensitive adhesive 

layer.
